CANCER CURE 
CON CRACKED 


PROBLEMS WITH 
FIRE SERVICE Seeps 
COMPUTER SYSTEM 


A BUSINESSMAN has been handed a 
six month suspended prison sentence 
and his company fined £10,000 for sell¬ 
ing potentially toxic products which he 
falsely claimed could cure and prevent 
cancer. 

Essex Trading Standards investigated 
Roger Shelley who was selling courses 
of 'metabolic therapy' treatments, cost¬ 
ing £500 a month, as a treatment to pre¬ 
vent or cure cancer. 

Shelley, 67, of Olivia Drive, Leigh, 
stood trial at Basildon Crown Court on 
Monday, February 2. 

Essex County Councillor Trading 
Standard lead, Roger Walters said the case 
was a result of a long and complex inves¬ 
tigation by Essex Trading Standards. 

The investigation needed permission 
from the secretary of state in order to 
prosecute under the Human Medicines 
Regulations. 

Mr Walters said: “Trading Standards 
advice to people who are considering 
whether to take any substance not pre¬ 
scribed for a medical purpose, either 
preventative or as a treatment, is to con¬ 
sult their doctor first. 

“I hope the public feel safer knowing 
that Essex Trading Standards will take 
action where traders are trying to sell 
products which are neither medically 
proven nor safe. 

“It tool nearly 12 months to conclude 
the investigation, as it involved meticu¬ 
lously searching through computer files 
going back ten years which revealed vic¬ 
tims across Europe.” 

Mr Shelley, owner and director to The 
Vitamin Service Ltd, based in Leigh, 
was accused of selling a 'metabolic ther¬ 
apy' containing vitamin B17 on their 
Vitamin Service websites. 

At the same time he was linked to 
another website www.worldwithout- 
cancer.org.uk, which claimed metabolic 
therapy was non-toxic and could prevent 
or cure cancer.

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Computer ‘chaos’ only 
minor say fire chiefs

FIRE service chiefs have played down 
reports that their new computer system 
is 'in chaos'. 

The Fire Brigade Union claimed last 
week that a new 'state-of-the-art' sys¬ 
tem for dispatching firefighters to 
emergencies had 'collapsed after 
repeated and multiple faults'. 

Firefighters said they had reported 
more than 100 problems, but Essex 
County Fire and Rescue Service 
(ECFRS) suggested their severity was 
exaggerated to justify an ongoing dis¬ 
pute over shift arrangements in the 
control room. 

A public statement issued by the 
union claimed the system had sent 'the 
wrong fire appliances' to emergencies 
and listed crews as 'unavailable' when 
they were actually waiting to be dis¬ 
patched. 

The statement said: “Fire appliances 
across the county have been sent to the 
wrong addresses and in some cases 
fire engines from Harlow have been 
sent to Colchester. 

“Service managers began by describ¬ 
ing the situation as 'minor teething 
problems' and even suggested the con¬ 
trol staff were making 'user errors', 
until the system finally collapsed com¬ 
pletely. 

“Fire control operators were forced 
to revert to 1950s-style methods, jot¬ 
ting notes on pads and informing the 
fire station of emergencies by phone.” 

Alan Chinn-Saw, union secretary, 
said: “We have over 100 examples of 
problems with the new system and this 
is inevitably resulting in delays to fire 
appliances arriving at emergencies. 

“This shambles is resulting in unnec¬ 
essary risks to both the public and the 
firefighters attending these incidents. 
Until these major problems are cor¬ 
rected, the system is not fit for pur¬ 
pose.” 


However, Essex County Fire and 
Rescue Service insisted there was no 
increased risk to the public. 

Assistant chief fire officer Paul Hill 
said: “After 30 years operating one 
system the changeover was always 
going to be a huge undertaking, as it 
would have been for any organisation. 
We have the added pressure of working 
in an emergency situation with life at 
risk. 


“We have not missed a single inci¬ 
dent or failed to mobilise to an inci¬ 
dent since the switch-over, and the 
public should be reassured that if they 
dial 999, we will respond as we always 
have. At no point was our 999 service 
to the public offline. 

“We receive, on average, around 30 
calls a day, of which 40 per cent are 
false alarms - so it would be surprising 
that with four control operators in the 


room at any one time, they could not 
handle effectively 15 emergency situa¬ 
tions over a 24-hour period. 

“The system itself is highly complex 
and is linked to a number of other sys¬ 
tems. 

“We have already got the vast 
majority of it absolutely right and 
where we come across unplanned dif¬ 
ficulties, we deal with these as quick¬ 
ly as possible.”

He was selling courses of treat¬ 
ment, costing £500 a month, 
using apricot kernels, which can 
be fatal in certain doses. 

He recommended doses for 
children and adults for preven¬ 
tion and cure of cancer. 

He also directed people to 
another website 

www.B17source.com based in 
Mexico, which sold pure B17. 

Vitamin B17, also known as 
amygdalin and laetrile, is a 
cyanogenic substance which can 
cause cyanide poisoning. 

It is a prescription-only med¬ 
ication in the UK and there are 
no licensed medicines containing 
B17. 

Mr Shelley was given a six- 
month prison sentence, suspend¬ 
ed for 12 months, for each of the 
six charges, to run concurrently 
and a 120-hour unpaid work 
order. 

His company was ordered to 
pay a £10,000 fine and a £15 vic¬ 
tim surcharge. 

Mr Shelley and his company 
were charged with three offences 
under the Consumer Protection 
from Unfair Trading Regulations 
2008 and two offences under the 
Human Medicines Regulations 
2012 between February 2012 and 
August 2013. 

He entered a guilty plea for 
every charge.

On March 1, the motor sport 
fanatic will tackle the Brands 
Hatch race track on foot. Two 
weeks later, on March 15, he will 
run around the track at 
Silver stone. 

Admitting that he expected the 
double fundraiser to be 'quite bru¬ 
tal', he said: “I'm doing it more for 
the achievement than trying to 


break any record. The only thing 
I'm likely to break is a hamstring. 
This is my third time doing the 
Silverstone Half-Marathon but I've 
never done two so close together 
before. 

“I ran last year for Mission Motor 
Sport, which helps injured army 
personnel get into motor sport. I 
wasn't sure who to run for this year 


but after Wheels passed away I 
knew straight away that it had to be 
the Muscular Dystrophy 
Campaign. 

“I wasn't sure whether to do two in 
a row but then my friend told me that 
the Brands Hatch race was all for the 
British Heart Foundation. That was a 
charity very close to Wheels, and 
close to me because of Wheels. 


“I took it as a sign that I should 
double my charity efforts. I'm 
regretting it a bit now. It's going to 
be emotional - but I don't care if 
I'm crawling by the end, as long as 
I complete it.”

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Dealing with internet abuse 


THE ESSEX Police 
Commissioner wants to prose¬ 
cute internet users who wrote 
critical comments about an MR 

Scrutiny boss Nick Alston 
said he would oversee a police 
investigation into comments 
about Conservative MR Jackie 
Doyle-Price to see whether 
officers could pursue the 
online critics. 

Ms Doyle-Price, MP for 
Thurrock, claimed on Twitter 
that she had seen people post¬ 
ing “unpleasant” comments 
about her on internet forums 
and on Facebook. 

She wrote on February 3: 
“Wow, amazing how unpleas¬ 
ant some people can be behind 
a keyboard. Death threats, slan-

der and sexist abuse just for 
doing my job.” 

Encouraged by another 
Twitter user to “name and 
shame” the culprits by re-post¬ 
ing offensive tweets onto her 
own page, she claimed the 


abusers were not “brave” 
enough to message her directly. 

Describing her critics as 
“inadequate folk”, she said 
they had posted their com¬ 
ments on “Facebook and 
forums”. 

In a statement issued on 
Monday, Mr Alston said: “It is 
completely unacceptable that 
the MR has been subject to vile 
and disgusting abuse and 
threats on social media. 

“I will follow the progress of 
any Essex Police investigation 
closely and I am keen to learn 
if our laws are strong enough to 
address such abusive behaviour 
against not just elected repre¬ 
sentatives but all members of 
our communities.”

The one-off costs could include stamp duty, 
professional fees for a survey, conveyancing 
and other legal costs. The ongoing costs 
include mortgage or loan repayments, repairs 
and maintenance. If the property is leasehold 
(usually a flat) there will be an annual service 
charge and ground rent.

House Price Index 


A further nnoderation in house price 

growth is likely this year. Prices national¬ 
ly are expected to increase in a range of 
3-5 per cent. 

The prospect of higher interest rates at 
some point this year and the deterioration in 
affordability over the past year are expected 
to be key factors curbing housing demand. 

But demand should be supported by solid 
economic growth, higher employment, still 
low mortgage rates and the first gain in ‘real’ 
earnings for several years. Expect to see a 
more even regional pattern in price growth 
during 2015. Further ahead, price growth is 
expected to rise broadly in line with income 
growth, as rising interest rates increase the 
affordability constraint on the market. Higher 
levels of housebuilding should also limit 
upward house price pressure. 

Halifax’s housing economist, Martin Ellis, 
gives his thoughts on the housing market 
for the year ahead. 

“The fortunes of the housing market are 
closely tied to developments in the wider 
economy. The strengthening in the UK econo¬ 
my has contributed to higher housing 
demand over the past 18-24 months. There 
has been an increase in the number of buy¬ 
ers, fuelled by rising confidence and the 
improved cost and availability of credit. Higher 



demand, however, has not been matched by 
an increase in the number of sellers in the 
market, resulting in strong upward pressure 
on house prices in some parts of the UK. 

“The deterioration in housing affordability as 
a result of higher house prices, earnings 
growth that has been consistently below con¬ 
sumer price inflation until very recently and 
increased talk of an interest rate rise, appear 
to have combined to temper housing demand 
since the summer. 

“Tighter mortgage rules may also have 
acted as a brake on activity. The weakening in 
housing demand has led to a modest easing 
in both price growth and sales. 

“House prices in the three months to 
October were 0.8 per cent higher than in the 
preceding three months. This was the third 


consecutive decline in the quarterly rate of 
increase and the smallest rise since 
December 2012. Annual price growth in the 
three months to October slowed to 8.8 per 
cent from 9.6 per cent in September. Activity 
has also declined with mortgage approvals in 
September falling for the third successive 
month to a 14-month low, whilst home sales 
are at their lowest level since October 2013. 

Growth in economic activity has eased 
but expected to remain robust in 2015 

“There has been a slight easing in economic 
momentum during the second half of 2014, 
mainly reflecting global economic develop¬ 
ments, particularly the slowdown in the euro 
zone. Despite slowing moderately, the pace of 
growth remains robust. Moreover, the UK 
economy has moved from a period of pro¬ 
longed stagnation to growth at, or above, its 
long run trend over the past 18 months or so. 

“Overall, UK economic activity is forecast to 
grow by around 3 per cent in 2015. 

“Signs that tightening conditions in the 
labour market are translating into stronger 
wage growth are now becoming apparent. 

“Official data indicates an acceleration in 
regular annual pay growth to 1.3 per cent in 
September from 0.9 per cent previously, dri¬ 
ven by a pick-up in private sector wages. 

“Whilst wage growth remains modest, the 


increase has been sufficient to close the gap 
with the current rate of consumer price infla¬ 
tion (1.3 per cent), helping to relieve some of 
the pressure on household finances. This 
trend in wage growth is expected to continue, 
providing the recovery with an additional 
boost. 

House price growth to moderate further 
this year... 

“Annual house price inflation is expected to 
have peaked at around 10 per cent in July 
2014. A further moderation in house price 
growth is likely this year as supply and 
demand become increasingly better bal¬ 
anced. The prospect of higher interest rates 
at some point in the year and reduced afford¬ 
ability are expected to be key factors curbing 
housing demand. A looming general election 
in May could also raise uncertainty, resulting in 
a lull in activity in the early months of the year. 

“Despite these downward pressures, hous¬ 
ing demand should be supported by continu¬ 
ing economic recovery, growth in employment 
and still low mortgage rates. 

“Average earnings also appear set to rise 
more quickly than inflation this year, with the 
first gain in ‘real’ earnings for several years 
stimulating demand. Overall, house prices 
nationally are expected to increase in a range 
of 3-5 per cent in 2015.”

Qa We recently 
inherited a 
property which 
we want to sell, 
but it could do 
with some TLC. 

How much time 
and money is it 
worth spending? 

A. This largely depends 
on what you mean by 
‘TLC’ - in other words, 
what needs doing. 

The basic rule of thumb 
here can be summed up 
in two well-worn 
sayings: ‘less is more’ 
and ‘price doesn’t equal 
value.’ In other words, while little things like 
a good spring clean, touching up the 
paintwork and tidying the garden can 
definitely be beneficial, any major outlay is 
likely to be uneconomic, since you almost 
certainly won’t recoup the full cost when 
you sell. 

If this sounds odd, try thinking of it in car 
terms. Just because you have forked out 
£1,000 for a new gearbox doesn’t suddenly 
make your car worth £1,000 more than it 
was before. On the other hand, a good 
going-over with some T-Cut and a chamois 
leather can work wonders. Just ask any 
second-hand car salesman! 

OK, so cars are a depreciating asset, 
whereas houses aren’t. Nevertheless, the 


same rule generally 
applies. To take an 
extreme example, let’s 
look at the roof. As with 
cars and their 

gearboxes, people 
expect houses to have a 
reasonably sound roof. 
So, if it’s just a question 
of a couple of loose or 
missing slates letting in a 
bit of water, and a 

satisfactory repair can be 
effected at minimal cost, 
then it’s definitely worth 
doing. On the other 
hand, if the roof is in 
such a poor state that it 
really needs completely 
replacing - forget it. A 
house with a brand new 

roof costing, say, 

£15,000 is not going to sell for £15,000 
more than the one next door! So, my advice 
in this instance would simply be to leave 
the roof, and adjust your asking price 
accordingly. 

Needless to say, of course, as with any rule, 
there can be exceptions - and those will 
depend on other factors, like the type of 
property, its location, and the state of the 
market. So, for example, if you have a two- 
bed house in an area where there is a glut 
of them on the market, but a serious 
shortage of 3-beds - then it might just be 
worthwhile having that expensive loft 
conversion done! 

However, this is where the one truly golden 
rule about the property market comes into 
play: if in doubt - ask an estate agent!

W ith approximately 
500,000 advance 
ticket sales in the 
UK... and rising, Sam Taylor- 
Wood's eagerly anticipated 
screen version of Fifty 
Shades of Grey is poised for 
a whip-cracking opening 
weekend.

I AM often asked which modern cars would 
qualify for classic status in years to come. 

One I can recommend without hesitation is 
the Touring or estate version of the iconic 
Chrysler 300 equipped with the V8 petrol 
hemi-engine which weighs in at 5,645cc. 

It is this enormous vehicle, known as the 
3000 Touring, with its chip slicer grille that 
played a part in endearing American ideas to 
the UK large estate and management 
motoring sectors. There were other engine 
options but the V8 was treated with almost 
reverence. 

First shown at the 2003 New York Motor 
Show, it was designed by Ralph Gilles. 

It was based on the rear-wheel-drive 
Chrysler LX platform which features compo¬ 
nents derived from the Mercedes-Benz E- 
Class of 2003. 

Shared components included the rear sus¬ 
pension design, front seat frames, wiring 
harnesses, steering column and the five- 
speed automatic transmission's design. 
There was also a derivative of the double 
wishbone front suspension from the 
Mercedes-Benz S-Class. 

There were other engines in the 300 range 
but it is the 0 model with its magnificent V8 
that is the jewel in the crown. With 155mph 
in its sights and a 0-62mph sprint of 6.4 
seconds, this was so much more than just 
another transatlantic-inspired cruiser.

In some ways it reminded me of the now 
very rare Vauxhall Cresta-based Friary Estate 
of the 1950s, although this was a much 
lesser vehicle in terms of sheer power. 

The top-of-the-line hemi-engined version 
used a multidisplacement system and can 
run on four cylinders when less power is 
required. This also helped with fuel con¬ 
sumption which averaged out at 22mpg. 

It was endowed with a five-speed auto¬ 


matic transmission and featured 18-inch 
chrome-clad alloy wheels 

If you wanted more power there was 
165mph, 425bhp, 6.1-litre V8 SRT model, 
which could hit 60mph in 4.9 seconds, but 
even for an avid V8 fan like myself this may 
have been a little over the top in an estate. 

All 300C Touring models, along with 
European 300C sedans and right-hand drive 
models were assembled by Magna-Steyr in 


Austria June 2005. 

A redesigned 300 was introduced in 
2011. Gone was the chip-slicer front and in 
came something a little more refined. But 
the bombshell was that the estate had 
been dropped and only the sedan was 
available, and this is why the 300C Touring 
with its capacious and good looking 
rear plus supreme power is now a very 
desirable vehicle.

FIGURES released by the Society of Motor 
Manufacturers and Traders show that 
white was the most popular colour for new 
cars registered in the UK in 2014 - for the 
second year running. 

Of the 2,476,435 new cars registered 
last year, some 22.2 per cent were white - 
representing the highest proportion of 
white cars registered in any year since 
records began in 1996. 

The colour’s record-breaking popularity 
follows a progressive leaning towards 
white cars over the past decade. 

In 2010, white cars accounted for just 
under 10 per cent of new car registrations, 
making it the sixth most popular car 
colour, with black and silver topping the 
chart. 

In fact in 2005, less than 1 per cent of 
the UK’s new car buyers chose white. 

Last year, black cars took second place 


followed by grey, taking 19 and 14 per 
cent of the market respectively. 

But silver, the second most popular 
colour in 2010 with almost a quarter of 
registrations, has now slipped to sixth 
place, accounting for 13 per cent of the 
total new car market. 

White became the UK’s most popular 
choice in 2013, but for many years it was 
one of the I east-favoured shades. 

Back in 1996 there were 2,489 white 
cars sold, the most popular model in that 
colour being the Citroen Xantia, but from 
the turn of the millennium the figure 
jumped to 4,775 with the Vauxhall Astra 
the most favoured model. 

Five years later a dip to 3,827 saw the 
Mini top the white table before a huge leap 
saw 13,049 sold in 2010, many of which 
were Fiat 500 variants. 

By last year the number had risen to 
25,845 with Britain’s favourite supermini, 
the Ford Fiesta, topping the popularity list.

SHREWS SAVED 
BY LATE STRIKE

SOUTHEND had to settle for a point 
at the league leaders, last Saturday, 
after Tyrone Barnett's late leveller 
cancelled out the recalled Jack 
Payne's super strike. 

Boss, Phil Brown, made one 
change from the narrow York home 
win and Payne was given a start in 
place of the unwell, David Worrall. 

In the clash of the side with the best 
away record against the outfit with 
the most home successes, Southend 
made the high flyers look very ordi¬ 
nary for long periods. 

The Shrimpers - however - made a 
sluggish start and Ben Coker had to 
make a last-ditch clearance from 
inside the six-yard box, before 
Bobby Grant sliced horribly wide in 
the second minute. 

United hit back and Joe Pigott 
forced Jayson Leutwiler into a smart 
seventh minute save from Will Atkin¬ 
son's deep cross. 

The Sinews became increasingly 
sloppy and Pigott was allowed a clear 
sight at goal - from good Payne work - 


before midfield general, Michael Tim¬ 
lin, latched onto a poor clearance and 
forced Mark Ellis into a vital clearance. 

Southend edged closer to an opener 
and Adam Thompson - outstanding at 
the back - did everything right with a 
24th minute half volley from Ben 
Coker's flag-kick, that a yard either side 
of Lautwiler would have surely seen the 
promotion hopefuls edge ahead. 

The Blues kept asking questions of 
their under-par hosts and in a goal¬ 
mouth scramble from another Coker 
corner, Jerome Binnom-Williams 
was denied from close range, before 
Payne carved out chances for Atkin¬ 
son and Pigott. 

Despite a bright Shrewsbury start 
to the second period, with Bentley 
twice called into action, Payne put 
the seasiders ahead on 54 minutes 
from Timlin's rolled free-kick. The 
schemer beat his marker, swapped 
feet and fired home a sizzling effort 
that nestled in the top comer. 

The Blues then had opportunities to 
kill the game off, with Pigott missing 
the best chance, but when well- 
placed, the on-loan striker fizzed a 
drive wide of the target. 

The Charlton hitman was soon 
replaced, but Southend were still in 
charge with the Shrews continually 


wasting possession and limited to 
long-range efforts. 

But, they got their lucky break five 
minutes from time when Bentley - 
under pressure from sub, Bennett - 
failed to catch a loose ball and the 
young striker netted - almost noncha¬ 
lantly - with a side-footer that ago¬ 
nizingly rebounded home off the 
inside of the far post. 

Both sides had chances to claim max¬ 
imum points, but Southend sub, 
Shaquile Coulthirst - replacing Pigott - 
lacked composure in front of goal, after 
being freed by a super Payne pass. 

A disappointed Brown reflected: 
“Both sides tried to get the ball down 
and play. But, I can't remember Shrews¬ 
bury having many clear cut chances. At 
one-nil you hope you'll win. 

“We're disappointed we got a point 
- it could have been three. But, we've 
got two home games coming up - but 
both will be difficult - as there are no 
easy games in this division.” 

Despite the late leveller, Southend's 
unbeaten run continues. 

“That's one defeat in 14,” said Brown. 

“If you had asked me before the 
game whether I would have taken a 
point -1 would have.” 

Town boss, Mickey Mellon, added: 
“As soon as Southend scored, we 


went to a back-four - and we needed 
to get back in the game. We did that. 
The lads changed the course of the 
game, making us more aggressive 
and a threat down the pitch - and it 
worked for us. 

“I told the lads that you need to 
show a different quality. We had so 
many players who weren't at their 
best today. There's a long way gone 
[in the season] now, and Southend 
are up there on merit.” 

Southend's Payne, admitted: 
“Before the game, we would've prob¬ 
ably taken a draw - against the league 
leaders - but in he end it was two 
points dropped.” 

Happy with his goal, the seven- 
goal, top-scorer concluded: “Michael 
Timlin's always sharp on his toes and 
he slipped in a quick free-kick and 
there was only one place the ball was 
going when I hit it.”

WEST Ham United boss Sam 
Allardyce expressed both “pride and 
disappointment” after Manchester 
United’s Daley Blind scored a stop¬ 
page time goal to deny his brave 
Hammers side victory. 

The Hammers went into this 
encounter quietly confident having 
made Upton Park something of a 
fortress tMs season. Indeed, West Ham 
had lost only three times in 12 Premier 
League games at the Boleyn, with only 
Arsenal smuggling maximum points 
away from the last 10 outings. 

Early exchanges were untidy with 
United the first to threaten. Robin Van 
Persie seized on a rare blunder from 
Alex Song, but was unable to guide 
the ball beyond the advancing Adrian, 
much to the relief of the majority 
among a capacity crowd. 

West Ham soon settled. United goal¬ 
keeper David De Gea produced a full 
length save to deny Enner Valencia. 
Seconds later the pair continued their 
duel, this time the Spaniard brilliantly 
fingering over the Ecuadorian’s spec¬ 
tacular scissor-kick. 

The hectic pace of the game contin¬ 
ued with the home side enjoying the 
better of proceedings. 


United were struggling to make any 
headway, with Van Persie perhaps 
lucky to escape a card after clashing 
with James Tomkins. 

West Ham pressed on and United 
were soon indebted to their keeper 
again. This time De Gea used his feet 
to keep out Tomkins’s header after 
Aaron Cresswell’s free kick. 

As the half drew to a close United 
finally registered a worthwhile effort 
on goal, but Angel Di Maria’s 
attempt was comfortably fielded by 
the underworked Adrian. 

West Ham needed to turn their supe¬ 
riority into a goal, and just after the 
restart they made the breakthrough. 
Makeshift defender Cheikhou Kouy- 
ate superbly controlled and spun on 
Mark Noble’s free kick, before drilling 
low beyond De Gea. 

United looked for a way back, but 
Van Persie’s stinging effort went 
straight into Adrian’s midriff, while 
moments later Falcao was unable to 
direct his flashing header goalwards 
following a flowing move down the left. 

Van Gaal’s men were enjoying their 
best spell, but the Hammers rebuffed 
anything the visitors threw at them. 

United almost fell further behind 
when Carl Jenkinson’s centre eluded 
De Gea but drifted agonisingly past 
an upright. Then leading marksman 
Diafra Sakho was inches away from 
making a telling contact with Stewart 
Downing’s pinpoint flag-kick. 


United adopted a more direct 
approach and were looking more of a 
threat. They should have restored 
parity when Falcao found himself 
clear on goal, but fired horribly wide 
when it seemed easier to score. 

Soon after substitute Marouane 
Fellaini headed over after Adrian’s 
poor punch had fallen to the former 
Everton man. Then Adrian redeemed 
himself, using his feet to thwart Van 
Persie as United pressed. 

With the game stretched. West Ham 
looked to put the contest out of the vis¬ 
itors’ reach. De Gea brilliantly denied 
both Noble and Kevin Nolan in a mat¬ 
ter of seconds, while Matt Jarvis 
passed up a glorious chance, nodding 
wide with De Gea out of position. 

At the other end, Adrian sprung low 
to his right to keep out Falcao’s close 
range snap shot. 

Then deep into stoppage time United 
broke Hammers’ hearts and grabbed 
the point they scantly deserved. 

Dutch international Daley Blind 
showed excellent technique to volley 
low past Adrian after latching on to 
Jenkinson’s misplaced clearance. 

But the drama wasn’t over as in the 
final seconds referee Clattenburg 
flashed a second yellow card to Unit¬ 
ed defender Luke Shaw after he was 
late in the tackle on Downing. 

Afterwards Allardyce said: “Man¬ 
chester United have David De Gea to 
thank for keeping them in the game 


that long with the amount of saves he 
had to make. 

“It was a fantastic performance but 
not the result we deserved or wanted, 
but we are back to a level we know 
we can play. 

“The players gave a terrific perfor¬ 
mance and should be very proud of 
what they’ve done today.” 

Manchester United manager Van 
Gaal had mixed views on his team’s 
display, saying: “I thought that we 
played a very bad first half When we 
had the ball, we lost it so easily. 

“In the second half after three min¬ 
utes they scored. I think we gave that 
goal away. But then my team have 
shown a fantastic spirit and also fan¬ 
tastic football.” 

West Ham turn their attentions to 
the FA Cup on Saturday, when they 
take on West Bromwich Albion at the 
Hawthorns, kick-off 12:45pm.
